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years, and until their successors are elected and
qualified.

SecTtioN 4. The term of office of the city attor-
ney of the city of Milwaukee shall be four years,
and the term of the present incumbent of that
office is hereby extended to the third Tuesday in
April, 1892, '

SectioN 5. All acts and parts of acts contra-
vening the provisions of this act are hereby mod-
ifled, superseded or repealed to the extent that the
true intent of this act may be carried into effect.

SecTioN 6. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
